PSC 184 05 Submlssmn of mformatmn for other projects. (1) At
least 60 days hefore commencement of construction, each utility shall
submit information wath respect to plant improvement and extension
projects as described in pars. (a) and (b) of this subjection when said
projects are estimated to involve gross property additions in excess of
25% of the existing investment in the corresponding plant account or in
excess of $25,000 per project, whichever is the smaller, except that infor-
mation need not be submitted for any project estimated to involve gross
property additions of less than $2,000;

An estimate of the gross cost of construction, the location,
brief reasons to support the necesmty for the construction, and a brief
description of the construction praject shall be submltted to the com-
mission for the project or projects. :

(2) GROUP]NG OF PROJECTS—I2-MONTH PERIOD. A utility may, upon

prior approval of the commission and in lieu of reporting on a separate

oject basis, submit on an annual basis the information required for
eacil project under sub. (1} of this section. .

11-1-74,

PSC 184,07 Commission i'eview of mfbrlﬁatlon submitted, (1)
Upon receipt of the information called for by the foregoing ss. PSC
184.05 and 184.06, the commission may:

{a) Acknowledge receipt of and accept the information for filing, in
‘which case the utility may proceed with the construction work, or -

(b) Direct that no project. or projects shown in the information sub-
mitted shall proceed until the commission, pursuant to s. 196.49 (4),
Stats., has certified that public convenience and necessity require such
project or projects.
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(2) If no action is taken by the commission within the 60-day waiting
period prescribed in 5. PSC 184.05, the utility may proceed with the con-
struction work,

PSC 184.08 Emergency work, Notwithstanding the foregoing re-
quirements set forth in ss, PSC 184.05 and 184.08 the utility may, in case
of emergency, begin urgently necessary work but shall promptly notify
the commission and shall, within 30 days from the commencement of
suchogrork, furnish the commission with information called for in s. PSC
184.05.
